Claims 1-31 are present within this instant examination, which is in response to 
applicant's correspondence on 10/24/2008. Examiner notes that claim 16 had been 
cancelled as noted within the prior examination on 7/24/208, and therefore will not be 
given further consideration within this instant examination.

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages "8 of 13" - "12 of 13", filed 10/24/2008, with 
respect to the 1 1 2(2), 1 02, and 1 03 rejections of claims 1 -1 5 and 1 7-31 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-15 and 17-31 have been 
respectfully withdrawn at this time. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-15 and 17-31 are allowable and renumbered accordingly 1-30. 

The present invention pertains to address pointers and to the correction of a 
point that does not correctly identify the memory address of a last new memory block 
within a memory. The present invention recites features such as: "determining the 
address to which the last-added pointer points; comparing the determined address with 
an address range of the memory block including the last new memory location (LUM); 
and correcting the address to which the last-added pointer points if the determined 
address is outside the address range." 
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None of the prior art, either taken by itself or in any combination with any other 
prior art(s), would have anticipated or made obvious the following combination of 
limitations within the above limitations at or before the time the invention within this 
application: " determining the address to which the last-added pointer points; comparing 
the determined address with an address range of the memory block including the last 
new memory location (LUM); and correcting the address to which the last-added 
pointer points if the determined address is outside the address range."
